V. & T. Railroad Extension. 


Short and Cheap Werking Reute 
Discovered to Aurera and Bodie. 


I. E. James and C. L. Anderson, 
who have been surveying the route 
for the proposed railroad from the 
Mound House, on the Virginia and 
Truckee Railroad, to Aurora and 
Bodie, have found a much more prac- 
tical and lighter grade route than was 


expected. The distance from the 
Mound House to Fort Churchill is 26 
miles, and to the foot of Campbell’s 
Pass, on the east side of Mason Val- 
ley 20 miles. Around te the head of 
alker Lake, from Campbell's Pass, 
they have not surveyed yet, but the 
esti distance is 15 miles, and 
from that point to Aurora the distance 
is about 60 miles. The surveyors 
think that at the head of Walker Lake 
a terminus can be made and the road 
constructed to that place in a short 
At this point it is thought that 
the travel and freight for Bodie, Au- 
rora, Columbus, Belleville, and all the 
southern portion of that country will 
concentrate, At the head of Walker 
Lake it will tap an immense section of 
country, rich not only in icultural 
products, but also in mine and it 
will also be the outlet for all the travel 
from this point to Belleville, Aurora, 
Dodie and the adjoining country.

He has carried the 
sword when strife was hottest and we 
doubt not that in time of peace he 
will exert mind and strength for the 
vindication of certain laws which have 
been too long outraged. We hope to 
hear that the next Gevernor of Utah 
is to be General P. E. Connor.

In Charles the First's time 
all England paper bore in water-marks 
the royal arms. That ruler granted 
numerous monopolies for the support 
of the Government, and among others 
was that for the manufacture of paper. 
The Parliament under Cromwell made 
jests of this law in every possible man- 
ner, and among other indignities to 
the memory of King Charles, it was 
ordered that the royal arms be remov- 
ed from the paper and the fool's cap 
and bells be substituted, which was 
done. This device was ‘replaced by 
others, bat the name ‘‘foolscap paper 
is still retained. Blue-tinted paper is 
said to have been the result of an 
accident. A manufacturer of paper 
left his shop in charge of his wife, who 
accidently dropped abluing-bag into 
a mass of pulp in preparation for mak- 
white letter paper. The pulp rap- 
iat amalgamated with the coloring 
matter and the consequences was a 
quantity of blue-tinted paper. What 
at first was regarded as a misfortune 
proved to be quite the reverse. It is 
said the manufacturer presented his 
wife with a scarlet cloak as a reward 
for her carelessness. The fashion of 
writing on black-bordered paper is 
about one hundred and thirty years 
old and comes to us from Italy. The 
most diligent search fails to discover 
the first maker of steel and it 
was not until 1824 that they could be 
used by the wealthy. E have 
have been in use but a 
than a quarter of a century, and vari- 
ous theories are mention concernind 
their invention.
